1. ACTING CHIEF POLDEL INFORMED EMBOFFS APRIL 17 HE HAD BEEN 
INSTRUCTED BY WARSAW APPROACH AMEMBASSY SAIGON TO ASK ITS 
ASSISTANCE IN OBTAINING PERMISSION FOR POLISH DOCTORS TO VISIT 
HOLUB. 

2. PRZY GODZKI REAFFIRMED THAT HOLUB HAS BEEN JUDGED QTE 
MANIAC DEPRESSIVE UNQTE BY POLISH PHYSICIANS AND HAS BEEN RE- 
CEIVING HEAVY MEDICATION FOR HIS MENTAL CONDITION. HIS APPROACH 
COUCHED PRIMARILY IN HUMANITARIAN RATHER THAN POLITICAL TERMS AND 
HE SAID THAT FROM HUMAN POINT OF VIEW IT WOULD PROBABLY BE BEST 
FOR HOLUB TO RETURN TO POLAND. 

3. EMBOFFS TOLD PRZYGODSKI THAT HOLUB WAS NOW IN HANDS 

OF GVN AUTHORITIES AND THAT POLDEL THEREFORE SHOULD ADDRESS 
THEIR REQUEST TO THE GVN DIRECTLY. 

4. PRZYGODSKI SAID HE HAD ALREADY ON APRIL 17 CALLED 

ON GENERAL HIEP, CHIEF OF THE GVN DELEGATION TO TPJMC, TO 
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ASK FOR HOLUB'S RETURN TO THE POLDEL AND FOR IMMEDIATE 
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MEDICAL ACCESS BY POLISH PHYSICIANS. HIEP HEARD HIS REQUESTS 
AND SAID HE WOULD FORWARD THEM FOR GVN CONSIDERATION.
